He is just about get- 
ting over his trouble, the parotid gland, which 
brought him to the very point of death. 
He is just about having another trouble with 
his lungs, Which I fear will be more serious. 
Both came from the same cause. It is the 
blood. There isno doubt aboutit. The Pres- 
ident has chronic blood poisoning. Unless 


his blood can be cured he cannot be saved. I 
said this over a week agoand I[ repeat it. But 


for the poison in his blood he 
would probably be out of danger 
by this time but that was 
the source of all his troubles and weakness. 


The physicians and builetins and reporters 
have lied for days and weeks aud months in 


denying this fact; vet he has had 
it all the time, long before the glandular 


swelling appeared. Even tbe official bulletin 
this morning admits at last that blood poi- 


soning exists When in a roundabout way 
it refers tothe septic accidents which have 
for weeks complicated and _ still com- 
plicate the case. I suppose the

When 
asked how long it would probably take to ac- 
complish this, the Doctor replied probably

theintestines. With an exceedingly delicate 
and sbarp knife you can take off the ‘‘man- 
tie”? of the oyster, when there will be dis- 
closed to you a half-moon shaped space 
just above the muscle, or so-called “heart.” 
This space is the oyster’s peri- 
cardium, and within it is the 
real heart,the pulsations of which are 
readily seen. This heart is made up of two 
parts, just as the human heart is, one of 
which receives the blood from the giils 
through a net-work of blood vessels, and the 
other drives the blood out through arteries. 
In this important matter the ovster differs in 
no respect from other warm or cold-blooded 
animals. And no one need laugh incredu- 
lously at the. asseriion that oysters have 
b'ood. It is not ruddy, according to the ac- 
cepted notion about blood, butit is never- 
theless blocd to ull oyster intents and pur- 
poses. In the same vic’nity, and in marvel- 
lously preper positions, will be found all the 
oiber organs named. But it is very proper 
to he irercculcus about that mouth and 
organs. Atfirst glance it would seem that 
tbev are utterlv useless, for the mouth c:in- 
net snap eround for food, and the oyster has 
noarms Wherewith to grab its dinneror 
lunch. True, appsrent'y, but only spparent- 
lv, foreach oyster has more than a thousand 
arms—tiny, delicate, almost invisible. Ad 
each one cf tbem is incessantly at work 
sathering up foodand gently pushing it into 
the lazy mouth of the indolently comfort- 
able creature. The gills are the thin 
laps so notably perveptidbie around the front 
face partof the undressed ovstfer, below the 
muscle. Esch of these vills is covered with 
minute hairiike arms, very close together, 
and perpetually in motion to and fro inthe 
same uowesried divection. They citeh food 
fiom the wafer, strain if carefully of im- 
proper substances, and waft if upward over 
the mantie’s smooth surface to the gaping 
mouth, which placidiv gobbles it up uatil 
bunger is apveased, and then the body goes 
to sieep without turning over. Any ene can 
obselve this singular process of feeding by 
placing a minute quantity of some harmless 
colouring imatter on the atlis. If it will not 
off-nd tie oyster’s delicate palate the color- 
ing matter wil! be seen at once propelled by 
invisible hands towards the mouth, and 
thence slowly down intothe stomach. And 
tuisis alll know about ovster anatomy, ex- 
cept that the liver almost entirely surrounds 
the stemach and ts of a durk-green color. It 
may be new te many to know tbat oysters ar®@ 
born precisely the same way the shad and 
other lish come into the world. <A well- 
educated lady oyster wililay about 125,000,000 
eges-—so It is Said: Lbave not counted enough 
of them tostrike such 2 large average—and 
every one of these eggs will ultimately becoame 
fitfor stew or fry if they escape the muititude 
of perils that Go environ the infant oyster.

THE MOQUI INDIANS.

**Sunake-Dance’’? Ceremony. 
From the Chicago Tribune. 

Some months ago Lieut.-Gen. Sheridan be- 
came impressed with the necessity of pre- 
serving some authentic record of the tradi- 
tions. customs and religious observances 
those Indians who have come so little in con- 
tnet With the whites as to nave lost but littie 
of their characteristics. This work was as- 
signed to several officers, among whom was 
Lieut. Jobn G. Bourke, Third Cavalry, Aid- 
te-Camp to Gen. Crook. He has been in- 
vestizating the customs ofthe Indians in the 
Hyortbeastern portion of Arizona, the section 


of country Where the White Mountain Ap- 
aches are now making their fight. Lieut. 
Rourke left Fort Apache the day Gen. Carr 
wen! to arrest the ‘Sinedicine-man” who caus- 


ed alithe trouble between the hostiles and 
tne troops. He was the first white man who 
ever witnessed the ‘*snake dance” of the 
Moqui Indians, one of the aiffil- 
iated bands of Apaches.

Machinery and Goods for the Black Hills. 
ST. LOUIS, September i4, 1881. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In 1877 John Elliott tovk aquartz miil of 
twenty stamps from Gerard B. Allen’s Fulton 
Iron Works to the Black Hills gold region in 
Dakota. So far asl know thisisthe only 
machineryever taken from St. Louis tothe 
Hills. Thereis probably $500,000 worth of 
quartz-crushing machinery there. The mill 
taken out by John is a very good one, and the 
twenty stamps are now being placed in the 
forty-stamp mill of the Grand Junction mine, 
Iam shipping some articles from the Fulton 
Works, and some from Paddock-Hawley [ron 
Co., A.C. Dunievy, and L. M. Rumsey & Co., 
to be used at the Grand Junction Mine and 
mill. Thomas James, formerly of St. James,

Shameful Treatment of American 


Physicians in London. 


- — 
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Dr. Rumbeld’s Opinion of English Cour- 
tesy at the Medical Congress. 


Dr. T. F. Rumbold, editor of the St. Louis 
Medica] and Surgical Journal, has just re- 
turned from London, where he wasin at- 
tendance at the National Medical Congress. 
Dr. Rumbold was especially interested in the 
laryngological section, before which he read a 
paper. in conversation with the Doctor this 
morning a POST-DISPATCH reporter ascer- 
tained a factin regard to the congress which 
has not yet been made public, 
The American delegation, which was large 
and theroughly representative, was very 
cooly treated, and the impression was given 
out by those in charge ofthe congress that 
the gentlemen were welcome and nothing 
more. 
‘You have just returned from the |con- 
gress?” Dr. Rumbold was asked. 
‘s+Ves,”? 
‘‘How were the Americans received?” 
“Well,” (after a pause), ‘*‘passing well, 
that was all.” 
‘“‘You do not appear to be satisfied with the 
reception ?”’ ; 
“The fact is, Iam not; and a majority of the 
American delegates share my state ‘of mind. 
We were very disagreeably disappointed, al- 
though tne disposition to complain is not 
very general, and little has been said about 
the matter.’’ 

‘‘What is the principal cause for com- 


plaint?’? 
“In the first place, at the openinz 
of the convention, the representative 


men from all parts of the country were 
supposed to be invited to seats on the plat- 
form. The American Medical Association 
was represented by thirty-four deiegates, in- 
cluding five ex-presidents of the association, 
vet not one of them was asked to mount 
the platform. All these men 
were well known, SO that the 
matter cannot be expisined asa blunder or 
an oversight. Our present president, Dr. 
Woodward, was not at the congress, but Dr. 
Jobn T. Hocgen, the president of last year, 


and four others were, und they 
are all well known members of the 
profession. The American Medical Associa- 


tion is the largest medica! body in the world, 
with the exception of the congress, and we 
were of the opinion tbat it would receive 
more recognition.’’ 

“Was any American invited to thé plat- 
form?” 

‘*Yes, one; 
York.”’ 

“Have the American delegates any other 
reasons to complain ?’’ 

‘Yes. The manner in which our papers 
were read and the way inwhich they were 
afterwards critisized was very offensive. 
They were not exactly sneered at,bnt in some 
cases it came very near being that 
bad. The tone of the criticisms 
was bypercritica!,the premises were flatly de- 
nied, and in one case the veracity of the pre- 
sentor was attacked.” 

‘*Whowas the gentleman whose veracity 
was attacked?’ 

“Dr. Beard, of New York. 
willing to complain, but he feels 
very sore about the outcome 
of histriv. The general impression aimed 
to be left upon the minds of Americans 
seemed to be that we were a set of tyros, and 
that very little that we could report was 
either good oruseful. Dr. Billings’ paper 
was listened to with great respect, but I be- 
lieve he was the only one who was so fortun- 
ate.’ 

‘*Was there any reason forthis patent os- 
tracism ?’’ 

‘*None whatever. America was represent- 
ed by an able delegation, who were entitled 
to consideration in any medical body in the 
world. It wasa piece of this Old World 
stubbornness which affects to distrust every- 
thing American.”’ 

**Did it extend outside of the congress?” 

“No. Otherwise we were very well re- 
ceived. In company with a great many 
other Americans I was at the Lord Mavor’s, 


Dr. Fordyce Baker, of New 


He was un- 


Lady Granville’s, the Baroness 
Burdeu-cotts’, and other places, 
and we were roya._; treated. 


The Baroness especia./y exerted herself to 
be cordial toward Americans.’’ 

“What is your opinion of the relative 
merits of the medical men of both coun- 
tries?” 

“‘There is not much superiority on the part of 
the English. Take surgery, forinstance. The 
English perform a great many more opera- 
tions than wedo, but the percentage of 
successful operations is in our favor. This 
is my observation, and I was a constant at- 
tendant at the hospitals. They are quicker 
operators, but we are better nurses.” 

Dr. Rumbold says that the congress was a 
great success. It was attended bv 3,500 dele- 
gates, whenthose in Charge onlv expected 
1,000 at most. The arrangements were, there- 
fore, much cramped. There were 15 lectures 
and 524 papers were readinall. He speaks 
very highly ofthe courtesies extended to his 
countrymen by the Messrs. Gillig, at the

‘runkard, after such dramshop-keeper, 
Jruggist or merchant shall have been notitied 
vy the wife, father, mother, brother, sister 
i guardian of such person not to sell, 
vive away or furnish to such 
person any intoxicating liquors, 
~hall be deemed cuilty of a misdemeanor, and 
ipon conviction thereof shall be fined in any 
-iim not less than M40 nor more than 3200, and 
‘pon conviction, under the provisions of this 
--elion, of anv dramshop-keeper, it shall work 
‘forfeiture of his iicense to keep adram- 
shop, and also debar him from again o!tain- 
ipg a license for that purpose.’? Another 
section, relating to selling liquor to an intox- 
icated person, is as follows: ‘‘If any person, 
sball give. sell or dispose of any spirituous 
or intoxicating liquors» to any Indian within 
this State, or to any person who is intoxicat- 
ed, he shall be deemed guilty of a misue- 
meanor,.’”’ 

The following section relates to selling 
liquor to minors: ‘*Every dramshop-keeper 
who shall sell, give away, or otherwise dis- 
nose of, or suffer the sametobe done about 
his premises, any intoxicating liquors in any 
quantity, 10 any minor without permission of 
the parent, master or guardian ofsuch minor f 
first had or obtained, shall forfeit and pay to 
such parent, master-or guardian for every of- 
fense NO, to be recovered by the party enti- 
tled to sue, by civil action, in any court hav-

this section shal! be commenced within one 
vear from the timethe right of actiou aec- 
rued, and not afterwards.’?
